\ Library considers longer hours after Dialogue Day suggestion 


The Student Policy Committee, 
the Clarke Student Association, 
and the library staff are working on 
proposals they received from Dia- 
logue Day input. 

Sister Kathleen Mullin, director 
of the Clarke library, said that she 
received a suggestion from the 
Dialogue Day Committee to extend 
library hours. She says that al- 
though “budgetary conditions” will ° 
prevent extension of the library ser- 
vice this year, rearranging the hours 
would be possible. As an example, 
Sister Kathleen said that the library 
could close at 10 p.m. Sunday 
through Thursday and then apply 
those five hours to Friday evening 
and Saturday morning. She said, 
“This isn’t cut and dry. We're ex- 
ploring.” 

Presently the library staff is 
evaluating library usage patterns, 
especially on weekends, the number 
of materials checked out and when, 
and finally, the need for library 


materials and staff services, Sister - 


Kathleen says these evaluations will 
help the staff to decide how to best 
serve the people at Clarke, She 
states, however, that the library is 
an “expensive study hall” and ex- 
tension of hours for that purpose is 
not practical. 

According to CSA president Bri- 
git Barnes, CSA members Hal 
Hayek and Beth Perrin have yolun- 
teered to check out the possibility of 
using the school van for trips to the 
mall, downtown, and to commu- 
nity activities. Barnes says they're 
also checking the possibility of ex- 
tending the Tri-College bus hours. 
Perrin says that she anid Hayek are 
first “planning a survey to see if it 
would be worthwhile to have a night 
transportation system.” 

Senior member of SPC, Roberta 
Connelly, says that they have re- 
ceived suggestions from the Dia- 
logue Day Committee to change vis- 
itation hours, to allow for off- 


campus living, and for co-ed study 
lounges after visitation hours. She 
says that the committee wonders if 
each of these suggestions is a gen- 
eral study body concern, or is the 
idea of a single person. She feels 
that if the students are really con- 
cerned, they will submit a proposal 
with twenty-five signatures. SPC 
has received a proposal with signa- 
tures to change visitation hours. 
The loopholes need to be worked 
out yet. The committee needs to 
consider all the effects of such a 
change before it can pass the pro- 
posal. Connelly says she expects a 
minority report with each proposal. 
This report would explain why 
some people oppose the suggestion. 
Connelly stresses that interested 
students can attend SPC meetings 
or talk to members of the commit- 
tee. 

Barnes says that at the EPC Feb- 
ruary meeting the committee will 
discuss the possibility of returning

A political science major at 
Clarke requires 30 hours of political 
science courses, according to the 

_ 1981-83 catalog. The catalog also 
states that the department exists in 
a cooperative relationship with 

~ Loras college and the University of 
Dubuque, and ‘that the student 
should understand that most of the 
courses will be taken on one of these 
two campuses. However, currently 

’ political science majors are taking 
all of their courses elsewhere. 

Since 1978 Clarke has begun 

changing the department. Accord- 
ing to Academic Dean Tom Mc- 
Carver, Clarke made some large 
decisions a few years ago. Mainly to 
make the nursing, computer 
science, and business programs into 
Majors and to upgrade the:commu- 
nications department. 
_ “There was a huge cost in chang- 
ing the programs and in order to 
cover the costs of new courses for 
those majors and new faculty as the 
number of students grew there had 
to be give within the institution,” 
McCarver said. ; 

When senior Lisa Freese came to 
Clarke to: major in political science 
the department had a part-time as- 
sistant professor in charge of it. 
Since he left no replacement has 
been found. Clarke students major-

Freese also feels that by not offer- 
ing any political science courses 
that the area program becomes 
more limited and a weight is put on 
the history department. : 

“There are 40-50 students in the 
history courses, and history or polit- 
ical science is a required course for 
education majors. By not offering 
political science the number of his- 
tory students has increased. It 
makes for a bad student-teacher 
ratio,” said Freese. 

McCarver feels, however, that 
the students aren't coming to 
Clarke for political science and that 
there is not a large enough interest 
in the department. 

According to Freese the one 
political science course to be offered 
first semester was cancelled before 
freshman registration because at 
that point only five students had 
registered for the course. There was 
supposed to be a political science 
course offered second semester, but 
it was cancelled also. 

“We had a list of about 37 people 
once who were interested in the 
course and the department, most of 
them were political science majors 
or minors, but it didn’t help very 
much,” said Freese. 

Sophomore Jenny Collins has a 
double major in history and politi- 
cal science. “Currently the situation

If the in- 
structor had a background in legal 
thought and political science the 
person teaching the law courses 
would be more qualified and the 
whole community would benefit,” 
said Freese.

The Clarke College drama de- 
partment will be presenting the 
commedia dell’arte comedy, “The 
Strolling Players” at 2 and 7:30 
p-m. tomorrow, Dec. 5 and at 2 
p-m. Sunday, Dec. 6 in Terence 
Donaghoe Hall. 

Commedia dell’arte is a comedy 
style developed in the 16th century 
by traveling acting troupes. Using 
improvization, the comedy style has 
such characteristics as clever dia- 
logue, fast-paced action, acrobat- 
ics, singing and dancing, tricks and 
disguises, and slapstick farce. 
Traces of commedia dell’arte are 
found in the contemporary comedy 
acts Punch and Judy, Second City 
Improvizational Style and the pan- 
tomime sketches of Marcel Mar- 
ceau. 

“The Strolling Players,” written 
by Darwin Reid Payne and Chris- 
tian Moe, is typical of the comme- 
dia dell'arte style in that its charac- 
ters are all stock characters — ste- 
reotypes of those personalities 
found in everyday life. These char- 
acters include the crochety and 


“miserly father, Pantalone; the 


braggish, would-be wise scholar, 
Doctore; the quick-witted practical 
jokers, Harlequin and Columbina; 
and the boastful would-be hero, 
Capitano. The players wear masks 
throughout the play to emphasize 


and to show the audience that 
they're just stock personalities and 
not real people. 

Directed by Karen Ryker, “The 
Strolling Players” revolves ‘around 
the zany and comic search for a cure 
of Pantalone’s sadness. Accompan- 
ied by his friends, Pantalone is led 
on a wild goose chase and ends up 
where he should have looked in the 
first place. The comical characters 
and their adventures of mix-ups 
and robberies all contribute to the 
fun and excitement of the produc- 
tion. 

The cast for the play includes

Roger Taylor expresses our current attitudes

“All Influences — conscious, 
subconscious and unconscious. P.S. 
Hello listeners. I hope you enjoy 
and have fun with this. My very own 
album. I like it, If you don't, sod 
youl P.P.S. 157 Synthesizers.” 

This is the message from Roger 
Taylor (drummer for Queen) to the 
purchasers of his first solo album, 
Fun In Space. Fun in Space express- 
es, with humor, where our genera- 
tion is. Taylor, who produced, 
wrote, arranged and performs the 
album, explores our get-high atti- 
tudes, our get-it-quick motivations, 
our walk-away solutions. But he still 
keeps us entertained. 

Side One begins with a statement 
about the activism apathy of our 
generation. Taylor, with pumping, 
thumping rock and roll, mourns the 
lost activism of the late sixties, early 
seventies. He sings: “We didn’t hear 
no violins/Where's the madness, 
where's the fire . . . .” The second 
song after “No Violins” is “Laugh or 
Cry,” which continues with the 

theme of apathy. Taylor urges us to 
feel something, anything, to “laugh 
or cry.” 

The third song changes the 
theme from apathy to isolation in a 
stylized New Wave number “Future 
Management.” “Future Manage- 
ment” pictures a typical youthful 
view of an authority figure — an 
unfeeling, isolated manipulator. 
But the song is clearly not meant to

Lyrics like “For all you guys and 
gals/stranger than fiction” express 
the tongue-in-cheek pop entertain- 
ment of the album.
